Tho thlfty-o'ghth meeting of tho .\s- 
.socialou of Amorlc.in .\redical Col- 
lège» just concluded hero yesterday 
was tho largest gathering of the as- 
sociation over hold, sevonly-throe 
medical schooia being officially rep- 
resented, ns well OS many vlsltlnt; 
dclcpntes from other coilege.s. The 
man feature of the program was a 
demonstr.-ttlon bcfon; tho convention 
of the methods of medical teaching at 
McGllI as tvcU an nn inspection ot 
its educational faclUt'es and equip- 
ment. Many of tho dcIegatei^ that 
had not visited .McC;;il before were 
astonished, anil declared that it h.id 
without doubt one of tho finest med- 
ical .schools on tho continent. 

Tho convention, which 'met In Can- 
ada, for the first llnio h.id Dr. M.ir- 
tin, Doan of Medicine at McGlil, in 
the cha'r. Stnrt'ng nii Mond,Ty, it 
lasted for three days, and tho program 
Included coUoqiila, clinics and social 
functions.
